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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless — 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

2. Claims 1-47,49 and 50 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Safai 
et al.(US 6167469). 

Safai et al. teach a digital camera and a method for transporting selected digital images wherein 
the digital camera reads on the image source, and figs. 2,6 and 7 teach the image pump. 
Regarding the claimed audio data, refer to the microphone(2 1 6). For the claimed text data, refer 
to col. 9, lines 1-2. Regarding the claimed wireless and hard wired connection refer to col. 6, 
lines 9-19,51-65, cols. 13 and 18). For the claimed removable storage device, refer to col. 1 . For 
the claimed touchscreen refer to col. 6, lines 44-46. 
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3. Claim 48 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Maurinus et al.(US 



Maurinus et al. teach an Electronic Photography System wherein an image is captured at a 

capture station(14) which holds a digital camera(16), reading on the capturing step. The captured 

image, along with customer identification is transmitted over a network(lO) to a central image 

processor(50) where a system administrator can edit the image on a workstation(52), which reads 

on the sending(first occurrence) and attaching steps. Reading on the sending(second occurrence), 

reviewing, providing and returning steps, the image is then sent to an image output station(service 

provider (54)), where there is a customer identification device(56) and display(58; cols. 2-4).
